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The first time a man makes patterns 
for brasses to go into pillar blocks or the 
ends of connecting rods, he usually wishes 
that somebody else had made the pattern, 
so that he might have a chance to swear 
without swearing at himself. Castings of 
brass or iron always shrink, and a piece of 
iron the shape of a brass box will shrink 
across the open end more than anywhere else. 
To counteract this tendency to get out of 
shape it is necessary to pare off the centre of 
the crowning part of the pattern about one- 
sixty-fourth part of an inch for every inch 
in diameter of the bore of the brass. In 
other words, the brass must be fitted too 
wide for the place it is to fit, as it shrinks in 
width more than in depth. 

When octagonal brasses are to be used 
the treatment is modified, but the principle 
is the same. The middle face of the brass 
is pared off in the proportion given above, 
and the sides of the bevels adjacent are 
also cut down,. but the edges where the 
brasses come together are left full size. 
Brasses less than 3 inches in dimensions 
may be fitted to the beds they are to oc- 
cupy, and the enlargement caused by rap- 
ping the pattern will compensate for the 
shrink; but for patterns larger than 3 
inches, allowance should be made by build- 
ing the patterns to shrink rule. For very 
large patterns, it will be necessary to add 
to the width of the pattern to make good 
the excessive shrinkage which takes place 
as described. The man who made the pat- 
terns without allowing for this shrinkage 
was obliged to file and chip off the same 
amount of brass in order to make the 
brasses fit. As it is easier to chip off wood 
than it is tocut brass, the man who reads 
the above will know how to avoid trouble, 
and the man who gets caught there once— 
well, he will know how, too. 





About as aggravating a thing as can hap- 
pen to a man is to have a crack come in a 
cast iron pipe in such a place that it is many 
hours’ work to take down and replace the 
many feet of piping and other fixtures which 
must sometimes be handled over before the 
break can be got at. I have sometimes got 
over trouble of this kind by making a pat- 
tern to fit the break, then having a clamp 
cast from the pattern which could be bolted 
tight to the broken parts. When this was 
to be done, how to fit the pattern to the 
broken parts was the trouble. It can be 
done in two ways: a piece of sheet lead can 
be hammered to fit the pipe where the clamp 
is to be placed, or, if the pipe is dry, a plas- 
ter cast can be made in a very few minutes 
and the desired pattern finished up from the 
plaster cast. 

Caleined plaster is easily worked and cut 
with ordinary edged tools, so pour on plenty 
of the plaster and then shape it to suit the 
taste after it gets dry enough to hold together. 
The desired shape can be cut out exactly, 
and even the bolt holes can be made, the 
sides thereof having draft enough to let the 
sand come off them easily. The only trouble 
with a pattern of this kind is that it is very 
tender and cannot stand much knocking 
about. However, as only one casting is apt 
to be wanted from a pattern of this kind, it 
does not make much difference if it is ten- 
der or tough. Such a pattern may be 
Strengthened by putting into it pieces of 
metal while the plaster is soft. A strip of 
sheet brass punched full of holes and made 
the right shape so as not to interfere with 
trimming the plaster may be laid into the 
soft plaster, and, more plaster being poured 
on, the required strength is given to the 
pattern. 





Something less than a million little tricks 
go to make up good practice in the engine 
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room, economy for the owner and easy 
work for the workman. Oneof these tricks 
is in fixing the rubber packing of joints in 
steam pipes so that they may be broken at 
will without destroying the rubber. This 
can be done by simply rubbing the surface 
of the rubber and the iron with white chalk, 
or by sprinkling the surfaces with powdered 
soapstone. 
be obtained of a shoe dealer. All of these 
merchants use that mineral for making 
shoes go on easy when stockings are damp 
or wet. 

Another little ‘‘trick” is in finding the 
thickness of liners for brasses or other 
boxes without try- 


ing and fitting 
them in many 
times. To do it 


cut off a piece of 
lead wire big 
enough to fill be- 
tween the brasses, 
cut the wire as 
long as the box or 
brass. Put a piect 
in each side and 
screw the brasses 
tight on to the jour- 
nal. Remove the 
lead wire, and it 
will be found just 
the thickness of the 
desired liners. For 
very nice, delicate 
work, a bit of wax 
may be used in- 
stead of the lead 
wire. Roll the wax 
out into a long, 
thin roll, then use 
it the same as the 
lead wire was 
used. If lead wire 
cannot be obtained 
of the required di- 
ameter, it can be 
easily made by the 
engineer. From a 
strip of sheet lead 
of the required 
thickness, cut off a 
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wire an iron or copper wire, as the reduced 
lead forms an alloy with the platina and 
destroys the wire. The combustion of pa- 
pers coated with chrome yellow (Pb,CrO,) 
takes place very rapidly, as the chrome 
yellow of itself gives the necessary quantity 
of oxygen for the oxidation of the carbon. 
The ashes, therefore, show somewhat less 


oxygen than corresponds to the chromate of 
lead, but this is of no account, practically 
speaking. 

In testing the ashes of sized papers as to 
the direct increase in the weight of papers 
I found an increase of from 1.46 to 4.52 per 
cent. In a pure state chrome orange forms the 
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strip as wide as it is long. Take it on a! beautiful red coloring matter PbsCrO;, and 


smooth, hard surface, the engine bed will 
do, and with a piece of flat iron in the 
right hand roll the lead until it is round 
and of even thickness from one end to the 
other. In fact, lead wire may be made 
about as quick as it can be hunted up, and 
the right size found. To simplify matters 
a little the engineer might procure one or 
two sizes of lead wire and roll them down 
to suit the different sizes required. When 
wax is used it is best to put chalk or pow- 
dered soapstone between the wax and the 
brasses to keep them from sticking to- 
gether and tearing the wax out of shape 
when the brasses are taken apart. 





Analysis of Coloring Matter in 
Paper. 





By Dr. WOrRsTER. 





First Article. 





When paper is coated with inorganic 
matters—as earth and metallic colors—it is 


possible in most cases to ascertain their 
presence by chemical examination. With | 
organic colors, however, which are de- | 


stroyed in the incineration of the ‘paper, 
this is exceedingly difficult, and only prac- 
ticed hands can succeed in it. Ascertaining 
the coloring matter remaining in the paper 
is not only useful for imitating the samples 
tested, but also for estimating the cost of 
coloring. 

In confirmation of these views I give the 
results of the analysis of the ashes of a num- 
ber of coated papers. In the mos*

ordinary orange is a mixture of this body 
with the common chrome yellow. No ma- 
terial change of the combination takes place 
in the incineration of the paper, so that the 
ash gives us directly the increase of the pa- 
per weight by the addition of the color, an 
increase ranging, according to depth of 
color, from 3.74 to 16 per cent. 

The colors known as mineral orange and 
Saturn cinnabar, containing more or less 
oxide of lead, come under the formula 
Pb,0,, or Pb,Os. In combustion a portion 
of the oxygen is abstracted from the oxide 
of lead, but in this case the weight of 
the oxide of lead in the papers and in 
the ash must be accepted as equal. As 
in the case of the chrome colors, the ashes 
can be treated with nitric acid, then well 


heated, so as to reoxygenate the reduced 
lead; but, as a general rule, this is not 
necessary.

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Apparatus for Grinding Wood. 





The cuts illustrate an improved wood 
pulp grinder, the feature of which is in the 
automatic feeding of wood to the grind- 
stone, as also the automatic disengagement 
of the apparatus which operates the feeding 
device, 

Figure 1 is a longitudinal section ; Fig. 2 
a side view, and Fig. 3 a front view. Figs. 
4 and 5 show in front view the grinding box 
on a larger scale. 

On each side of the grindstone a there is 
a grinding box, 4, moved up and down by 
means of the crank rod g, working in verti- 
cal guides. The wood, ¢, to be ground is 
placed vertically in the grinding box 4, so

Floods and Disasters. 


NEWS FROM PAPER MILLS IN THE TRACK OF 
THE RECENT STORM. 





For the past seven days the papers of 
the country have been filled with stories of 
flood and disaster. The catastrophe at 
Johnstown, Pa., which swept away thou- 
sands of lives and destroyed a flourishing 
city, and the later one at Williamsport, 
Pa., in which much property and a number 
of lives were sacrificed, have withdrawn 
attention from minor disasters. 

The extraerdinary flood which whirled 
through Johnstown and the adjacent bor- 
oughs was the result of the bursting of a 
dam which retained the waters of Cone- 
maugh Lake, a few miles from the city. 
The great mass of water, covering a terri- 
tory about 3 miles long and over a mile 
wide, suddenly broke its bounds, and 
raging, sweeping and crushing everything 
struck the low lands, through 
which there runs a river and on which the 
ill-fated towns were situated. 


THE CONEMAUGH LAKE. 

An interesting account of how this great 
body of water, so suddenly let loose, came 
by its existence is given by a correspondent 
who tells the story as narrated by J. B. 
Montgomery, who formerly lived in Western 
Pennsylvania, and is now well known in the 
West as a railroad contractor. Mr. Mont- 
gomery, who is on a visit to the city, gives 
a very clear explanation of the causes which 
led to the calamity in the Conemaugh Val- 
ley. ‘* The dam,” said he, “ was built abou

The Albemarle paper mill, which is the highest mill 
on the stream, has not been injured in any way from 
the effects of the flood. The water rose about a foot 
on the river side of the building, leaving a thin coat 
of mud which is rather disagreeable under foot. Some 
of the water leaked into the drainery, discoloring the 
stock, which had to be washed and bleached over. 
This mill was shut down two days-—one day on account 
of the water being taken from the canal to prevent 
breaks, and one in consequence of muddy water. 

The Richmond Paper Manufacturing Company's 
mill, foot of Eighth street, sustained no damage from 
high water except one day's idleness, caused by the 
water being taken out of the canal. 

The Manchester Paper Mill, which is situated on

the Manchester side of the river, came in, 

fora big share of mud. Although the water at this 
point was not so high by 3 feet as that of the flood 
of 1877, yet a good deal of consternation was cre- 
ated at the mill on account of brush coming down 
the river.

Owing to the peculiar contour of the 
river the swelling tide was forced directly into the 
town. One of the reservoirs was carried away. The 
loss to the town will not be less than $1,000,000. Among 
the heavy losers is the Pennsylvania Pulp and Paper 
Company, $20,000. 

The people are in need of provisions and clothing, 
Lock Haven not having the same resources as Williams- 
port, the suffering is likely to be greater here than 
there.

A private letter received in this city from 
the Pennsylvania Pulp and Paper Company, 
Lockhaven, Pa., states that on June 4, that 
was 18 feet of water in the mill, but there 
no part of the mill was washed away, and it 
was expected to start up in a few days.

The market 
shows very little change, either in the way 
of demand or prices. Considerable com- 
plaint is heard as to the volume of business, 
and, with light transactions, one hears less 
grumbling as to prices than as to the call 
for goods, although values have not im- 
proved atall. Writings are in fair move- 
ment, but some Book and News mills are 
still looking sharply after orders, while Ma- 
nillas are unaltered.

The Credit Man.* 


By Tuomas CRATTY.

SETTLEMENTS.

| barrassed merchant may have adjusted by 
part payment all of his indebtedness and have 


| in his possession a receipt in full from every | 


creditor, and yet upon resuming business he 
may be called upon to pay all that remains 
unpaid of the old debts. This question has 
not been much mooted in Illinois, nor has 
it often arisen directly in our courts. In a 
late litigation in Chicago a large amount 
was involved and turned upon the effect to 
be given to a receipt in full. In that case 


the law was pretty thoroughly examined, | 
and the court held it to be the law of the | 





State that a receipt in full might be ex- 
plained and the fact shown that only a por- 
tion of the indebtedness was paid, and that 
in such case the debtor was liable to the 
creditor for whatever amount was not ac- 
tually paid. 

Such a holding of the law is based upon 
the technical doctrine that a promise with- 
out consideration is not binding. If a 
debtor owes $100 and pays only $50, and 
by agreement with his creditor receives a 
receipt in full, it is clear that there is $50 of 
his debt which he has not paid. It is true 
the creditor has agreed to not collect the re- 
maining $50; but he has received no con- 
sideration for such agreement and has been 
paid nothing for his receipt in full. He has 
received one-half of his claim, but he was 
entitled to that, and the law is that he is 
also entitled to the other half, although he 
may have agreed not to ask for it. This 
being the law, it might be important in 
some cases to know in what manner an un- 
fortunate debtor had made his settlement 
and whether he is safe in resuming busi- 
ness. It is probable that there will be here- 
after more pressing of settled claims than 
heretofore. 


There are seeming exceptions to this rule, 
and yet on principle they may not be ex- 
ceptions. If the setthkement be made before 
the indebtedness becomes due it is binding, 
for it may be that obtaining the money be- 
fore he was entitled to it was of such advan- 
tage to the creditor as to constitute a suffi- 
cient consideration for the partial settle- 
ment. 

If a creditor take in settlement property 
other than money, or the signature or secur- 
ity of a third person, he is bound by the par- 
tial settlement, for the law will presume 
that such other article or security was of 
sufficient benefit to him to constitute a con- 
sideration. So the taking of $100 in money 
might not settle a debt of $200, while to 


take a horse worth $50 might be binding. 


A very common mode of settlement is for 
creditors to agree with each other, and with 
the debtor to accept in full a certain per 
cent. Such settlements, if fairly made, are

If he should obtain such 
settlement by misrepresenting his own finan- 
cial condition, as by representing that he 
was only possessed of a certain amount of 
property, when in fact he had a great deal 
more, he would be liable for the balance of 
his indebtedness, notwithstanding his re- 
eipt in full.

It would be a splen- 
did thing in such cases for the jobber to be 
able to produce a letter written by the cus- 
tomer confirming the sale, as he (the jobber) 
understood it. 


You will probably find it no easy matter to 
protect yourselves in every instance. You 
may instruct your salesman very explicitly, 
and he may be entirely honest and innocent 
in the matter, yet out of the abundance of 
conversation which transpires in the cus- 
tomer’s store, partly in the presence of his 
clerks, his family and his loungers, the cus- 
tomer will build up a plausible defense, and 
will finally be able to prove it abundantly ; 
for it is not infrequently the case that the 
wish is father to the thought, and the mer- 
chant and his employees may talk over such 
stories so much that they will come to be- 
lieve that the job they have put up is the 
real truth after all. Some precautions can 
be taken, however, and, even at the risk of 
being thought unduly earnest, I repeat that 
prompt and persistent correspondence is one 
of the best protections.

Fuels.*

fuel in connection with petroleum. 


strictly germane to the subject assigned me 
—first, because the field of its uses is limited, 
and, second, because the duration of the 
supply, at least in a competitive sense, is, in 
the minds of many scientists, problematical. 
Among these is the eminent authority of | 
Selwyn Taylor, C. E., of Pittsburg. He 
favors me with the following ; 

‘*T would say the amount of gas produced | 
within a radius of 40 miles of Pittsburg is 
to-day not more than 60 per cent. of that 
produced two years ago, while the number | 
of producing districts is one-third more, and 
the actual number of wells nearly twice as | 
many. What I have said relates almost 
solely to our own district, but what is true 
of it will certainly apply to others. Our 
most eminent authority on such matters in 
Pennsylvania is, perhaps, Prof. J. P. Lesley, 
State Geologist, who is firmly of the opinion 
that the life of our natural gas supply is very 
limited. 

‘Crude petroleum is being used to a lim- 
ited extent by the Pennsylvania Central Rail- 
road as a fuel, but with what economic re- 
sults I cannot say. It has been used on 
only a few locomotives, and that for some 
time ; and the fact that it has not been gen- 
erally introduced is perhaps conclusive that 
nothing is to be gained over coal in using it 
as a fuel. It is a stereotyped expression 
with Pittsburg people, ‘We will never go 
back to coal.’ But when you ask what will 
be used instead, the answer is, ‘We will 
make gas from oil or water.’ To accom- 
plish this last result, the Electrical Fuel Gas 
Company, of Pittsburg, was established. 
Some of the best engineers and mechanics 
in the world have been engaged by them, 
and after years of labor they appear no 
nearer the desired result than at the begin- 
ning.

The views of this gentleman are particu- 


larly interesting and valuable because, in 


addition to his scientific attainments, he re- 


sides in and is familiar with a region of 


| country which, rather than any other, pre- 


sents the economical merits of natural gas, 
petroleum and coal upon a fair plane of 
competition. He is decidedly of the opinion 
that with the enormous quantities of coal to 
be easily and cheaply produced it will still be 
the fuel of at least the next century, althoug 
the method of converting that fuel to use asa 
power will perhaps speedily change. 
Following this suggestive expression of 
opinion, which is almost prophetic, I would 
say that there remains a most interesting 


| field for invention and the application of 


gaseous fuel. I allude specially to the pro- 
duction of gas from coal on private prem- 


| ises and the use of that gas as a fuel. 


In one large city of this country two ex- 
tensive manufacturing establishments are 
using gas as a fuel, which gas is generated 
on their own premises from an inferior ar- 
ticle of coal. So great is the economy de- 
veloped that the manager of one of these 
establishments told me that it amounted to 
over 50 per cent., as against the best bitu- 
minous coal, and that a vein of natural gas, 
if known to underlie the plant, would not 
tempt him to tap it. 

And yet neither of these large fuel con- 
sumers is ready unqualifiedly to indorse this 
fuel thus generated for economical use un- 
der boilers and for the purpose of the gen- 
eration of steam alone. 

And yet I have reason to think and be- 
lieve that when slack coal can be bought at 
a trifling price, compared with the best 
quality of coal, it can be converted into gas 
by some simple process, and so its entire 
value utilized as a fuel. I incline to this as 
an economical alternative rather than the 
use of petroleum as now used, 

So far, after a faithful study of all the ac- 
cumulated data and information before me, 
and speaking to and in behalf of steam 
users, I incline to the belief that nothing as 
a fuel is to-day superior to a first-class bitu- 
minous coal. Thesuperintendent, however, 
or the chief engineer, should see that the
